‘My role is to make people happy!’ 

SAYS AWARD-WINNING CARE HOME WORKER 


A SINGING care worker’s 
night in the limelight at the 
sector’s ‘Oscars’ ended on a 
high note - after he won a top 
prize. 

Rob Thomas (31), from Bridgend, 
had his musical theatre dream dashed 
by major brain surgery at the age of 18, 
but he still goes out of his way to bring 
a smile to the residents of Picton Court, 
at Nottage, near Porthcawl, 

His job as the activities organiser at 
the home, which provides residential, 
nursing and dementia care, is to 
brighten the lives of the 76 residents 
aged 60 to 103, by arranging activities 
and entertainment. 

But recently Rob let someone else do 


the organising when he was nominated 
for a prestigious Wales Care Award. A 
glittering presentation evening at 
Cardiff City Hall saw him rewarded for 
his hard work and enthusiasm with a 
silver Promoting Fulfilled Lives Award, 
sponsored by Boots. 

Rob’s tenor voice is in much 
demand, particularly for the old 
favourite songs and he also organises 
quizzes, takes residents out for meals - 
25 of them were guests at a Rotary 
lunch recently - and arranges other 
activities. 

He will often take a wheelchair- 
bound resident shopping or for a coffee 
and a chat, and he hold raffles and other 
events to pay for some of the treats. 

Music was his first love and he 


trained at Bridgend College with the 
West End and musical theatre in his 
sights until major brain surgery 
curtailed his professional singing career. 

He said: “Basically my brain was too 
big for my head and was causing major 
problems with my spinal column. I 
made a good recovery, but performing 
professionally would have been 
impossible.” 

He still worked in pubs and clubs and 
toured in cabaret shows and he still 
occasionally performs locally. He 
recently joined Porthcawl Male Voice 
Choir. 

He said: “I absolutely love the job 
and I’m very honoured to be short-listed 
for the awards even if I’m a little 
embarrassed, to be honest. My role is to 


make people happy, to show them that 
this is just a new chapter in their lives 
and to give a bit back to them. 

“The best part is seeing the smiles on 
the residents’ faces when they’ve 
enjoyed something I do - that means the 
world to me. 

“Care homes sometimes get a bad 
press and you don’t hear about the 
wonderful things they are achieving. 
What attracted me to this job was to be 
able to make a difference. 

“I’ve been three years in the care 
sector and I enjoy what I am doing. I 
arrange everything, from armchair 
aerobics to outdoor activities and to see 
people happy and enjoying their 
surroundings is reward enough.”

Bullying takes on 
many forms today and in 
the case of cyber 
bullying, is often 
faceless.

Most common signs 
include anxiety, 
irritability and, in some 
instances, a lack of 
appetite, although these 
vary from case to case 
and some signs are more 
difficult to spot. 

For readers who 
recognise some of these 
signs in their children or 
any young people they 
know, take the time to 
speak to them about it 
and reassure them that 
help is available.

Take 
some time to learn 
about the tell-tale signs 
of bullying and the 
resources available to 
help those young people 
affected. 

Bullying takes on 
many forms today and 
in the case of cyber 
bullying, is often 
faceless. This can 
undoubtedly make 
recognising the signs 
and uncovering the 
problem more difficult. 
Most common signs 
include anxiety, 
irritability and, in some 
instances, a lack of 
appetite, although these 
vary from case to case 
and some signs are 
more difficult to spot. 

For readers who 
recognise some of these 
signs in their children or 
any young people they 
know, take the time to 
speak to them about it 
and reassure them that 
help is available.

However, these jingle 
bells had nothing to do 
with the imminent 
arrival of Santa, but 
could provide some 
protection from 
pickpockets! 

Our guest speakers 
for November were 
Porthcawl community 
police officers, Sergeant 
Jason Jenkins and PC 
Alison Watson. They 
had come along to give 
some hints, tips and 
advice on crime 
prevention. 

While Sgt Jenkins 
was at great pains to 
stress that crime figures 
for our area are low and 
that Bridgend Borough 
County remains one of 
the safest places to live 
and work, it is a sad fact 
that opportunist thieves 
can strike at any time 
unless we remain 
vigilant. 

Sgt Jenkins explained 
that most of the crime 
that is reported in the 
area could be described 
as ‘doorstep crime’. 
These are the bogus 
callers, rogue traders 
and distraction burglars 
who can prey on the 
unwary and the 
innocent. The sergeant 
explained that we can 
protect ourselves from 
this type of crime by 
following some basic 
guidelines: 

Keep doors and 
windows locked, even 
when we are at home. 
Never leave spare keys 
in flower pots or under 
the mat as thieves 
always know all our 
‘secret’ hiding places. 

Check the identity of 
callers at the door and 
never allow them in 
unless we are absolutely 
sure of their identity. 
This can reduce the risk 
presented by bogus 
callers. Nottage is a ‘no 
cold caller’ zone and 
any unwanted callers 
can be reported by 
dialling 101. 

Make sure that purses 
and keys are safely kept 
in closed handbags. If 
you attach Sgt Jenkins’ 
‘jingle bells’ to your 
purse you can reduce 
the risk of pickpockets 
helping themselves to 
our valuables. It is also 
vital that you don’t 
leave handbags, phones 
or other valuables 
unattended in public 


places, as they present 
temptation for the 
opportunist thief. 

Both officers repeated 
the reassuring message 
that crime rates continue 
to fall in our area and 
that older people, in 
particular, are less likely 
to be attacked or robbed 
than people in any other 
age group.

However, you can safeguard 50% of the family home by changing the way you 
own your home, and by placing your share m what is known as a Property Pro¬ 
tection Will Trust. This is a special type of Wi« which includes a provision that 
when you die your share of the Property is placed Into Trust wNKt allowing the 
si*vivor to continue living in the Property for the rest of their days. 

let's take an example of Mr and Mrs Jones. They own the* home between them 
as joint owners* but don't have much by way of savings. They want to make sure 
that the fa may home is not used to pay for care home fees In the future If Mr 
Jones dies first he leaves his half share of the home in a Property Protection 
Trust with the remainder of fm estate left to his wife. Mrs Jones had a right to 
kve m the home together with the ability to move house. If Mrs Jones then re¬ 
quired long term care, the local authority could only take into account the half 
of the home owned by her. The half left to the chMren by Mr Jones would be 
protected from the local authority, and there is nothing they can do to overturn 
It Even d Mr and Mrs Jones's children are made bankrupt, become divorced or 
predecease Mrs Jones, her occupation is secured. On Mrs Jones's death, the 
Property Protection Trust comes to an end and the half share of the house 
transferred (or the sale proceeds paid) to the children. 

Can I still move? 

This ts no problem, the survivor can still move house and an alternative property 
can be purchased

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Pontyclun pub becomes an all-day 
venue - with great food included 


A S you approach the 
Bute Cafe Bar in 
Pontyclun it seems a 
pretty traditional pub, but as 
you peer through the window, 
you soon realise that is not. 

When Mr Jamal Asfi took over, he 
wanted to make it an ‘all day’ venue, 
so the interior was redesigned to make 
it much more the type of place that 
would attract people for morning 
coffee, lunch and evening meals - but 
all done without alienating the 
traditional pub customers. 

As it goes about attracting an all 
day clientele, a total of 14 staff are 
needed at various times, as the venue 
aims to have good quality food 
available all day, but still has space to 
show live football and rugby, and 
even has live music on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday evenings 
It was a Thursday evening when 
my guest and I visited to try the 
evening menu, which offers a wide 
choice, and a selection of specials on 
the pub blackboard. 

My guest went to the main menu 
for her starter, a smoked salmon 
platter with lemon and mixed leaves. 

I try not to be awkward when 
eating out, but a main course on the 
specials board, spicy seafood linguine, 
had caught my eye. 

However, I really fancied a small 
portion as a starter, and I was very 
pleased that my request was granted 
without a moment’s hesitation. 

The first thing that impressed us 
was the portion sizes. In many 
restaurants, a £3.95 starter comes 
served on a plate the size of a saucer, 
but here we were served a full plate of 
food - and you start wondering how 
you are goig to manage three courses. 

My guest’s platter was excellent, 
with plenty of salmon and salad as 


well, but we were both impressed 
with the spicy seafood linguine, which 
served up plenty of seafood in a sauce 
that was not too hot, but which came 
with a real kick. 

I had been awkward about asking 
for a half portion of linguine as a 
starter, because I really fancied as a 
main course the rack of lamb served 
with red wine jus, buttered mash and 
seasonal green vegetables (£12.95). 

Now, it’s fair to say that a 
Masterchef reviewer might quibble 
here. It wasn’t so much a rack of lamb 
as four separate lamb chops, but they 
were tender and well cooked, and 
everything on the plate delivered 


plenty of flavour, and it was a great 
plateful of food. 

My guest was hungry and took a 
fancy to the lasagne, garlic bread, and 
chunky chips (served with a salad at 
£6.95) and it was again, a full plate of 
food. More importantly, she said that 
the lasagne was as good as she had 
tasted, so it proved to be a great 
choice. 

When it came to dessert, the 
portion sizes caught up with us, so we 
decided to share a chocolate fudge 
cake, with ice cream and chocolate 
sauce and, once again, we had a large 
plateful; that proved plenty for the 
two of us. 


So, the Bute cafe bar serves up 
excellent, tasty food - and plenty of 
it - so it has made a great start under 
its new management. 

There is a wide choice of wines to 
accompany your meal, all reasonably 
priced, and as a good pub should, 
there are plenty of beers, lagers and 
ciders as well. 

As we were finishing our meal, the 
live entertainment (a guitarist/singer) 
was just starting his set, so it seems to 
me that the Bute Cafe Bar is adding 
something distinctive to the scene in 
Pontyclun. It’s well worth checking 
out and I wish it well.

£6 million 
for hub 
at hospital 


HEALTH Secretary 
Vaughan Gething 
AM on Tuesday 
announced nearly 
£6 million 
(£5.969m) of capital 
funding for a new 
diagnostic hub at 
the Royal 
Glamorgan 
Hospital in 
Llantrisant. 

The funding 
announced covers the 
building costs for the 
installation of a 
replacement CT scanner, 
as well as the equipment 
and building costs to 
install a second CT and 
MRI scanners at the 
hospital. 

The new hub will help 
ensure that diagnostic 
waiting time targets can 
be achieved within Cwm 
Taf and improved across 
south Wales. 

It will also improve 
resilience in relation to 
the availability of 
scanners across the 
region 

Mr Vaughan Gething 
said: “In having these 
new scanners in place, 
we expect the hub to 
deliver on average, an 
additional 7,232 MRI 
scans and 6,599 CT 
scans per year. This will 
help reduce diagnostic 
waiting times while 


providing high quality 
imaging capacity in 
south Wales.” 

Ruth Treharne, 
director of planning and 
performance at Cwm Taf 
University Health Board 
said: “I am absolutely 
delighted that the Welsh 
Government has 
approved our bid to 
enable us to take 
forward this vital project 
in Cwm Taf. 

“One of the outcomes 
of the south Wales 
programme was a 
commitment to the 
Royal Glamorgan 
Hospital developing a 
significant role in 
diagnostics and 
ambulatory care, 
supporting the wider 
network of hospitals in 
the region. 

As well as providing 
improved diagnostic 
facilities and scanning 
for our own patients in 
Cwm Taf, the Hub will 
become the centre of 
excellence for south 
Wales. 

“As well as more 
MRI and CT scanners 
our clinicians are keen to 
take advantage of 
technological advances 
in diagnostics and this is 
a really exciting 
development for Cwm 
Taf University Health 
Board, as well as our 
local communities.

part of The Deathly 
Hallows , having 
trousered $10 
billion in global box 
office, the chances 
of seeing something 
Potter-related on 
the big screen were 
as likely as Tuesday 
following Monday. 

So arrives Fantastic 
Beasts and Where To 
Find Them , based on JK 
Rowling’s 2001 book, 
which is set in the same 
universe as the Harry 
Potter stories and tells 
the tale of Newt 
Scamander (Eddie 
Redmayne), who arrives 
in New York with a 
suitcase full of - you 
guessed it - fantastic 
beasts. 

But when said beasts 
get loose after a mix-up 
with Joseph Kowalski 
(Dan Fogler), Newt 
comes under the 
suspicion of Tina 
Goldstein (Katherine 
Waterston), and must 
track them down, all the 
while a dark magic is 
brewing in the city, 
pursued by Graves 
(Colin Farrell)... 

Given that the 
original Fantastic 
Beasts... book that this 
first instalment (of a 
proposed five) is based 
on runs to 128 pages, 


and is of itself a guide to 
magical creatures rather 
than a cohesive narrative 
of its own accord, the 
slate for the filmmakers 
to develop the world of 
this Potter-related 
universe was pretty 
clean. 

With JK Rowling 
giving the film her seal 
of approval by writing 
the script for it, what 
you end up with is a 
ridiculously enjoyable 
and satisfying film, a 
magical expansion of the 
Potter-verse but one that 
resolutely stands on its 
own two feet to enthral a 
new audience of fans as 
well as those existing 
ones. 

Many of the tenets of 
Potter have remained 
here; the film is still at 
the home of Warner

scope hugely impressive,

While Eddie 
Redmayne’s most 
notable work has seen 
him push himself in 
more artistic directions, 
he has a great time here 
as Newt, bringing a 
quintessentially English 
character and giving him 
warmth, wit and strength 
in equal measure.

sister, complete a pretty 
likeable bunch. 

While Ezra Miller 
brings a darkness to his 
character of Credence, a 
character whose 
membership of an anti¬ 
magic sect belies a 
secret, Colin Farrell is 
underdone by his 
character of Graves, a 
figure poorly written and 
who has ‘not-to-be- 
trusted’ written all over 
him. 

In fact, that is the 
film’s main weakness - 
while the plot of Newt 
tracking down his beasts 
is fun and well-executed, 


the subplots (involving 
the rise of a senator, the 
previously mentioned 
anti-magic sect and the 
big dark secret at the 
core of the story) smack 
of predictability and 
familiarity. 

It could be argued this 
is a flaw in Rowling’s 
writing that has been 
brought to the big 
screen; her inability to 
keep the reader or 
viewer guessing - 
however, when the main 
thrust of the film is so 
much, it can be forgiven 
as these Fantastic 
Beasts... more than live 
up to their title! 

VERDICT: A 
captivating beginning to 
a new franchise (and 
something that will 
satisfy the hardest of 
Harry Potter fans), 
Fantastic Beasts and 
Where To Find Them is a 
massively entertaining 
and magical affair. The 
film looks great, with 
action aplenty, and the 
cast, in the main, 
impress - part two has a 
lot to live up to! Highly 
recommended.

A TEAM of Red Cross 
emergency response volunteers 
have had a busy few days 
supporting local communities 
as Storm Angus swept across 
south Wales. 

South Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service requested the support of 
the emergency response team in 
the early hours of Sunday morning 
when rising flood waters 
threatened homes in Pencoed. 

The volunteers used a Land 
Rover Defender to reach the town. 
After pulling on their Wellington 
boots they knocked on residents’ 
doors to inform them of the 
potential risk caused by the heavy 
rainfall. 

The crew - Karl Marsh, Rhys 
Taylor and Jonny Walsh - were 
then directed on to Maesteg, where 
flood water had rushed through 
streets and houses affecting 
approximately 100 homes. 

Karl Marsh, lead volunteer, said: 
“The water was flowing down the 
roads like a river. I’ve never seen 
anything like it. We were speaking 
to people through their top floor 
windows to check that they were 
ok and, where possible, helped 
arrange alternative 

accommodation. We also helped 
the firefighters to set up barriers to 
try to divert the water away from 
threatened properties.” 

The volunteers remained at the 
scene until mid-morning, carrying 
out welfare checks and offering 
practical advice such as providing 


information about accessing 
insurance. On Friday, a house in 
Llandow caught fire after it was 
struck by lightning. Red Cross 
volunteers provided emotional 
support to the resident and helped 
to arrange accommodation and 
replacement medication. 

Rob Donovan, emergency 
response operations manager at the 
Red Cross, said: “Our volunteers 
have provided an exceptional 
service over the last few days. The 
people they have helped have been 
incredibly grateful for the support 
and advice they’ve received. 

“The Red Cross is an emergency 
response organisation and we are 
fully prepared to provide 
humanitarian assistance as long as 
we are needed. I’d like to say a 
huge thank you to all our 
volunteers ur partners and local 
communities.”

“It is worrying that so 
many people still buy 
puppies on a whim and 
don’t understand the 
lifelong commitment 
involved.

Remembrance Sunday - a 
number of this year’s Duke of 
Edinburgh cohort took part in 
a memorial walk in the Brecon 
Beacons along with Mr

The walk took the boys across 
challenging terrain but they 
persevered, showing great 
determination to reach the Wellington 
bomber R1465 crash site and memorial 
cairn.

They learned that the Wellington 
bomber crashed while on a cross¬ 
country training exercise, due to heavy 
cloud. The pilot had descended in 
order to pinpoint their position but hit 
the top of the mountain. The crew of 
five Canadians was killed in the crash. 

The memorial cairn was constructed 
in 1980 and is a recognised Canadian 
War Memorial.

The group 
listened intently to the Remembrance 
service at the memorial cairn, and 
further showed their respect by 
observing the Silence.

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THE 1990 YSTRAD HUNT 
POINT-TO-POINT SEASON 


GEM columnist Brian Lee takes 
another look at his press 
cuttings books. 

This time we read his report on the 
Ystrad Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases, which were held at 
Llantwit Major. 

Under the heading ‘ Gavin’s Prayer Is 
First Winner’ I wrote: ‘Gavin Hughes, 
an 18-year-old trainee electrical 
engineer from Porth, notched his first 
winner when making all the running on 
problem horse Answer To Prayer at the 
Ystrad Hunt point-to-point on Saturday. 
He won by a distance from Team, 
partnered by Tim Jones. 

Answer To Prayer, who usually 
refuses to start and who has been known 
to pull himself up, is owned by 
Pontypridd bookmaker Tony Jeffries. 

Tim Rooney’s bid to win the National 
Rider’s Championship came to an end 
when he broke two bones in his right 
foot after falling from Gun Metal Boy at 
the penultimate fence in the Adjacent 
Hunts race, won by Miss Daffodil ridden 
by Cowbridge’s John Llewellyn. 

Sarah Evans, aged 22, made every 
post a winning one in the Ladies’ Open 
on her father’s 12-year-old Lady 
Laverna. 

Paul Hamer of Bridgend chalked-up 
his 97th winner when Len Harkins’ West 
Palm Beach beat sole rival Little 
Herbert in the Restricted Open and 
Phillip Mathias from Tenby rode a good 
finish on George Wagstaffe’s Rostuile to 
take the Men’s Open.’ 

Another rider who was injured in the 
same race that day as well as Rooney, 
was Pontypridd’s Robert Rowsell, 
whose collar bone was fractured when 
Girnigoe fell at the third last fence. 

On seeing these falls from afar, Tim 
Jones, who had pulled up his mount 
Quick Fling, urged his mount forward 
again to gain third place. 

Lady Laverna did not like the hard 
ground that day and jumped wildly to 
the left at all the obstacles. 

Only four horses faced the starter for 


the maiden race which was won by 
Barton Williams’ Modern Man, who like 
the runner-up Firthlands finished lame. 
Modern Man was ridden by John Parry 
Keen. 

Tim Rooney was not the only Welsh 
rider to have his season curtailed as Paul 
Hamer and John Llewellyn also had 
their seasons shortened owing to injury. 

The year 1990 was also the year that 
Bill Evans’ Timber Tool won the 
inaugural Daily Telegraph Cup, which 
went to the horse who won the most 
races during the season. Trained by 
Bill’s wife Mary, mother of Llancarfan’s 
Evan Williams, Timber Tool, ridden by 
Rooney and later by Llewellyn, won 11 
of his 12 races, one of which included a 
walk-over. 

His one defeat was by Katesville 
whom he had beaten earlier that season. 

Timber Tool used to take his fences at 
breakneck speed and more often than 
not clocked the fastest time of the day.

“It felt more like a loss... I thought 
Japan were the better side and 
deserved to win...” 

C ARETAKER head coach Robert 
Howley unwittingly voiced the 
thoughts of stunned fans in clubs 
up and down the land, after watching 
the latest version of Welsh rugby’s 
rocky horror show at a packed out 
Principality Stadium in Cardiff on 
Saturday. 

With barely six minutes remaining to full 
time in the third match of the Under 
Armour Series, the aptly-named ‘Brave 
Blossoms’ had capped an impressive, all¬ 
action display with a third converted try 
that would have deservedly earned the so- 
called international ‘minnows’ a shock SO¬ 
SO draw against a much higher ranked 
team loaded with British Lions - and had 
threatened an even greater upset. 

This was only avoided, literally on the 
stroke of full time, by a snap drop goal from 
23-year-old replacement outside half Sam 
Davies. Unaccountably, he had been kept 
waiting on the sidelines until the 67th 
minute, before finally being given the 
coaches’ nod to make a belated but decisive 


entry that edged his nervy team home 33-30. 

Not for the first time this autumn, a 
woefully misfiring Wales side had been 
found wanting and the relief on the faces of 
both players and coaches at the final whistle 
was palpable, with captain Sam Warburton 
candidly admitting, “We got out of jail!” 

Before last Saturday, Wales had played 
Japan nine times in full internationals - all 
but two hopelessly one-sided affairs, 
including a 98-0 whitewash in Cardiff in 
autumn 2004 - but all that changed in the 
Land of the Rising Sun on June 15,2013, 

That was the historic day a certain Eddie 
Jones, Japan’s head coach at the time, 
engineered a stunning 23-8 victory for the 
Brave Blossoms over a Wales touring team 
missing stars on British & Irish Lions duty 
in his native Australia, but containing 
several who are still in the present squad. 

Now at the helm of high-flying England, 
who avoided any risk of a giant-killing shock 
at Twickenham with a 58-15 win over brave 
but battered Fiji on Saturday, Jones was 
scathing about the “ complacent ” Welsh 
performance against his erstwhile charges. 

"When you look at the side Wales put out, 
they shouldn’t be winning by three points 
against a Japanese team with seven or eight 
new caps”. 

True, but complacency may not be the 
first word that comes to mind for 



disenchanted Welsh supporters who have 
had to endure a succession of sub-standard 
displays from their national team of late. 

It is true, though, that an all too common 
pattern of costly slow starts is far too easily 
explained away as a ‘traditional weakness’ 
that can be rectified later. 

That may well have been true when 
confident Welsh players were sweeping all 
before them and winning Grand Slams and 
championships - but not when a team low 
on confidence is gripped by inertia, often 
allowing opponents to build a near 
unassailable lead by half time, as was seen, 
for example, in the first autumn match 
against Australia. 

While the home team’s supine showing that 
day was, thankfully, not repeated on 
Saturday, laboured, error-strewn efforts 
were in stark contrast to the skill and 
inventiveness shown by livewire visitors who 
had clearly targeted this game as one they 
were eminently capable of winning. 

That they were more than able to hold 
their own up front, outplay their hosts 
behind, and match the three Welsh tries by 
Dan Lydiate, Jamie Roberts, and Sam 
Warburton with three of their own, 
including the pick of them all by flying wing 
Kenki Fukuoka, spoke volumes. 

In the end, the Welsh camp acknowledged 
that a humiliating defeat had only narrowly 


been avoided by the dependable boot of 
Leigh Halfpenny and that Sam Davies drop 
goal right at the death. 

Inevitably, this latest abject performance 
has prompted a storm of criticism from all 
quarters, as national pundits and social 
media ponder the question of why it is that 
one of the most talented and successful, 
Welsh squads of the modern era, has 
undergone such a drastic decline in its 
fortunes? 

Why is it that this once tightly-knit group 
who have rightly won praise around the 
rugby-playing world, have slipped so far 
below previously high standards, and 
appear to have lost their way, both tactically 
and in terms of clinical execution? 

There has been much talk of developing a 
new style, but there has been little evidence 
so far of a successful transition, with 
apparent confusion on the field of play as to 
what the new game plan actually is. 

It puts Howley and his embattled fellow 
coaches firmly in the spotlight as they prepare 
for the final clash of the autumn series agains 
South Africa in Cardiff on Saturday. 

They will be hoping for a vastly improved 
performance to silence the rising criticism, 
knowing that victory by itself, though 
essential, may still not be enough to do so.
